Claims 57-73, 75 have been 
cancelled. New claims 76-86 have been added. Claims 76-86 are pending in the application. 



2. Claims 76-85 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 76 and 86 are 
allowed because the prior art of the record does not teach or suggest a method for treating one or 
more shoes comprising, prior to washing with or in an aqueous medium, adding a conditioning 
treating composition to the inside of the one or more shoes and applying a cleaning treating 
composition to the outside of the one or more shoes or to a wash solution, so that any damage as 
a result of washing the one or more shoes is reduced as compared to washing without application 
of the conditioning composition. Closest prior art of Christiansen teaches the use of conditioner 
together with a cleaning composition for washing articles of fibrous material for reducing 
damage (US 4,157,388, column 1, lines 38-57; column 3, lines 21+). 

Claims 77-85 are allowed as further limiting allowed claim 76.
